A I »rge farm er 
paid 30 per rent, and on some of his 
land which produced an

of 
$5 an acre, he paid $25 an acre in 
taxes. 
Another 
nationally 
known 
farming concern in the -'a te paid 
84 Vt per cent of its net income in 
taxes, with an outlook for no net in 
come this year hut with taxes just 
as high. 
The Chronicle -ays these ore not 
* xtreme cases and then cites an in­ 
surance company which paid between 
35 and 40 per cent, on** of the big 
Oil companies paid 30 per cent and 
a big butter and egg man dug up 32 
per cent of his net earn ngs. 
Anyone who imagines that soak­ 
ing an industry from 30 to 80 per 
cent of its net income in taxes, doesn’t 
soak the laboring man, should think 
again. Such taxation simply m eans 
fewer jobs, for it dries up the source 
of revenue which create employment.

I was very much 
impressed by some of the remarks 
made by the principal of our local 
high school.

“ Why Our Boys and Girls Leave the 
F arm .” 
In the course of his address j 
he stated teat in most rural district* 
th e n 
iv, an average of seventy per 
cent of the young folks who enter 
high s* bool but fail to ever receive a 
diploma because most of them drop I 
out b* fore they enter their Senior 
year. 
Investigation has shown that I 
rn * “it of these young people entered 
high school with the i n t 'ntion of fin­ 
ishing their high school education, hut 
the added burden of studies coupled 
’.vi‘ h the many chores they are re­ 
quired to perform at home causes 
their 
life 
to 
become 
monotonous. 
Consequently, unless the community 
pre vides e f fic ie n t, prop* ra n d attrac­ 
t e r fin ast un* nt to alleviate such con- 
di4.oris, and parents hear in mind 
t that time, more than ever be­ 
lt 
is 
very ess* ntia! that the 
atmosphere be pleasant, and 
the home a- attractive a* possi­ 
ble, these young folks* will seek other j 
environments. 
So often we hear the complaint t h a t ' 
f a n n e r ’s sot - and daughters do not 
w ant to stay at home 
they “hate the 
fa rm ”— they seek employment else- i 
u h ere- th. I'iriv had gather cb rk in 
a departm ent store 
nd live in a ' 
cheap bearding hou-e, than 
be a t, 
home 4 riping their mothers, the sons,! 
also, wiant to try their fortunes in 
the city. 
When rho children are old I 
enough to be efficient h« Ip, the p a r-, 
trr.1 find themselves left to the hired j 
help, who have little care to aid them 
in making and saving money. 
Mean­ 
while the parents' hearts are burden*J 
cd with fears and anxieties for the j 
ab*eat children, and possibly the par-J 
ental 
tuts* 
is burdened with their j 
busine^- failures. 
Indeed it is a great error for par­ 
ents to think that they have no time 
to provid. their children with plenty 
am usem ents and pl* asant surround­ 
ings: that they mus* spend all their 
efforts on what ha*; a “ cash value” * 
being narrow-minded, or near-sighted, 
they do not perceive that an attrac­ 
tive home has a very decided cash 
value. 
I think that one reason of the rest­ 
less haste to leave the farm is often 
owing to a neglect to make the farm 
and the farm-house attractive. 
So 
many farmstead, have a drab, des­ 
olate look.
